28. (Original) A particulate cofonniilafion according to claim 20, wherein the 
additive is a substance capable of protecting the active substance from external eifects such as 
heat, hght. moisture, oxygen or chemical contamtaants. and/or of reducing incompatibilities 
between the active substance and another material with which it needs to be processed or stored 
and/or of delaying, slowing or targetting the release of the ac tlve substance, and/or of masking 
the flavor: and/or odour of the active substance, when applied to the surface of the active 
substance. 

29. (Original) A particulate cofomiulation according to claim 28. wherein the additive 
is a taste and/or odour maskiug agent.
